Malaria Is on the decrease. When the 


Aroangi left there were 163 patients in 
the hospital, 50 showing typhoid symp- 
toms. 
General King says the patient* 


•at the hospital will be moved as quick- 
ly as possible. 


The New Yorkers and engineers will 


remain at Honolulu Indefinitely for 
.•garrison duty. 
Five deaths from ty- 


phoid fever occurred during the week, 
previous to the sailing of the Aroangl.

He Is of the opinion 


that the man was drowned. It is also 
believed that some Chinamen were 
buried beneath heavy piles of mer- 
chandise which were knocked over In 
the hold by the shock of the collision, 
and being unable to extricate them- 
selves, were drowned.

Alger today issued the first order look- 
ing to the military occupation of Cuba 
by the United" States troops.

der was issued only after very careful 
consideration of the replrts of the mili- 
tary offices now in Cuba, and F. Heck- 
erboard and other expert Commission- 
ers, who have been in the field. 


The order looks to the occupation of 


two points to begin with, namely, Neu- 
vitas and Puerto Principe, but the oc- 
cupation will be extended as rapidly as 
the Spanish evacuation proceeds. The 
irder directs the movement to begin at 
nice, but according- to the calculations 
of the department it will scarcely bo 
possible to make the first landing be- 
fore November 22d. Headquarters of 
the new corps which has been created 
for the purpose of beginning the occu- 
pation will be at Neuvitas under the 


>mmand of General L. H. Carpenter. 
He Is now in command of the cav- 


alry brigadr composed of the Sixth and 
Seventh cavalry at 
Huntsville, Ala. 


The order is as follows: 


"The headquarters of six troops of 


the Eighth United States cavalry and 
the Third Georgia volunteers •will he 
at Neuvitas. 


'Six troops of the B'ghth United 


States cavalry and Fifteenth Infantry 
to Puerto Principe. 


"The regiment will he prepared to 


embark at once and the subsistence de- 
partment will arrange for the neces- 


ry rations. 
The command will be 


equipped and rationed for sixty days. 


"The quartermaster general's depart- 


ment will furnish the necessary wagon 
transportation for USR n.t their new sta- 
tions. 
The surgeon general will make 


provision for hospital and medical sup- 
plies. 


"Brigadier General L. H. Carpenter. 


U.S.A., is assigned to command the 
troops, with headquarters at Neuvitas, 


"The cavalry brigade composed of

succeeded in capturing the murderer 
and landing him in Jail. 
He will be

Mrs. Myers was married day before 
yisterday to George D.Oross of Fuller- 


She has been in constant dread 


of Hancock ever since the murder lest 
he should take her life and thus re- 
move the only witness of his deed. She 
took the opportunity of her marriage 
to divulge the particulars of the crime. 


Mrs. Myers or Gross' story of the 


crime Is a thrilling narrative. 
She 


left Ferris in. company with Hancock 
bound for Salt Lake.

The Washington Note to the Nicar 


agua Government. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—It is said 


at the state department that our gov- 
ernment has not protested against the 
reported action of the Nicaragutin gov- 
ernment in granting a concession for 
the construction of the Nicaraguan ca- 
nal to Eyre and Cragin after the ex- 
piration of the maritime company's 
concession nest October. 


What the department has done is not 


of recent date and consists solely of the 
making of representations to the Nica- 
raguan authorities to the effect that 
the United States deemed it only fajj 
and proper that the status quo should 
be maintained in matters relating to 
the Nicaraguan canal until the board 
headed by Admiral Walker has had a 
chance to report and congress an op- 
portunity to consider that report. This 
Is, diplomatically, something very dif- 
ferent from a protest. 


The reason that this action Is taken 


Is that the making of a new concession 
by the Nicaragruan government, even 
though It would take effect'only upon 
the expiration of the present concession 
to the maritime canal company, might 
operate to prevent the latter from ob- 
taining: an extension of any concession 
to which it might be justly entitled.

acceptance of our last proposition re- 
lating to the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines. 
On the other hand, they do not 


expect an unequivocal rejection. 


What is likely to occur is that the 


Spanish commissioners will come in 
i-ith a counter proposition, the basis 
of which will probably be a consider-

six weeks considering the sections of 
the protocol dealing with Cuba and 
Porto Rico, It is reasonable to believe 
that at least a few days may be prop- 
erly allowed for the discussion of the 
principles.

:ials here do not expect a final breach 
of relations between the commissioners 
to occur tomorrow, notwithstanding 
the comments of unfriendly European 
newsoapers In that line.

ness for the position to which they as- 
pire. 
Th"1 office which requires pe- 


culiar qualifications to a greater degree 
than any other in the county is that of 
Sheriff. 
It is a. position to fill prop- 


erly one must have had experience. 
P. F. Peck, who was nominated by the 
Republican convention for that posi- 
tion, is fitted for the place, both by 
nature and experience. 


Physically, he Is robust, hardy and 


capable of enduring tho severest hard- 
ships. 
That fact was proved in his 


remarkable pursuit ot Evans when the 
latter broke Jail and took to the moun- 
tain?. .Mr. Peck had charge of the pur- 
suing party and during the fifty-four 
flays that Evans was at large.

arrested on slight or no legal evidence 
and their trial merely puts the people j 
to a needless expense. 


This detective Instinct was strlkincly 


•exemplified in the celebrated Sanders 
case. 
That case was left entirely in 


the hands of Mr. Peck, who personally 
gathered and put together the evidence 
thnt finally resulted in the conviction 
of the smooth forger. 
Solving 
the 


Wuotton mystery was a piece of work 
that would reflect credit upon the best 
detectives in the country. 
Although 


tho jury disagreed twice and the case 
had to be tried four times, Mr. Peck 
•was not discouraged, and on the fourth 
trial secured a conviction from which 
an appeal would he unavailing. 
The 


history of the case Is sufficiently fa- 
miliar—first the jury disagreed, then, 
there was a conviction, but a reversal 
by the supreme court, then another 
•"hung" jury and finally a conviction. 


Peck also took a leading part in 


"breaking up the notorious Dilwood and 
James gang of thieves. 
They had 


battled the attempts of former officers, 
hut when Mr. Peck went after them In 
his determined manner eleven out of 
thirteen of them were convicted and 
are now expiating their many crimes In 
state prison.

And Tells Why Fresno Has Not 


Succeeded of Late at 


Baseball.

"It's way up." was the reply which 


Frank Chanco, Fresno's pride on ihv 
diamond, made yesterday in answer to 
a query as to how he liked eastern 
baseball. 
Frank re-turned day before 


yesterday from a 
visit 
of 
several 


months in the east, where he won laur- 
els with the Chicago team. 


Chance- was evidently benefit ted phy- 


sically by his trip cast. 
He Is big and 


husky and has the appearance of the 
professional athlete. 


"Uaseball in the east." said he. "is 


eery different from California baseball. 
The players back 
thcro have 
snap 


about their work that is seldom met 
with on a California field. 
besides 


hey are tricky and understand a thou- 
sand little turns that only puzzle* a 
player who 1ms not been trained In 
them. 
The Californinns practice the 


science of baseball while eastern play- 
ers take for granted a general knowl- 
edge of the game and 
devote 
their 


time to practicing the finer points in- 
volved. 
; 


"All the California players did ex- 
emely well 
There was not one but 


did first-class work and finished the 
;eason well up towards the front rank. 
Besides myself there were Van Hal- 
tren. Iteitz, Lange, Hughes nnd Mer- 
ts." 
During the season just passed Mr. 


Chance did not play rcguarly as catch- 
er, a good deal of his time having been 
devoted to fleld work. 
This was due 


to the fact that most of the teams that 
played In the league had new pitchers 
and required experienced catchers. Be- 
sides they have a rule In the east that 
no player shall take a regular position 
during his first year on the team. 
He 


must, as It were, serve on apprentice- 
ship at the different positions so as to 
lecome familiar with all the phases of 
Lhe game. 
One of the objects of this 


is to learn the weaknesses of the vari- 
ous batteries, which Is an essential 
feature of every catcher's knowledge 
ind almost as indispensable as an un- 
derstanding of the first rudiments of 
.he game. Mr. Chance expects a regu- 
lar position as catcher next year. 


"How do you account for the indif- 


'erence with which baseball is regard- 
ed in Fresno of late?" was asked the 
•layer. 


"You don't encourage your players 


enough," was the reply. 
"It Is as un- 


reasonable to expect a man to work 
six days in the week and play good ball 
on the seventh as it would be to require 
a horse 'which draws heavy loads dur- 
ng the week to win a race on Sunday. 
Baseball players need constant training 
and unremitting practice. To go with- 
out this for even three or four days Is 
often, fatal to the best 
of players. 


There is a field here for a. good team 
and I am of the opinion that within the 
next year the Interest In baseball will 
be revived and that a. good nine may 
be secured." 


Mr. Chance will return to Chicago in 


March nnd go Into training for a month 
prior to the opening of the spring sea- 
son in the past. He expects to accom- 
plish a great deal during the next year. 


ENDED HER LIFE. 


Miss Theresa Kessler Dies From 


Taking Corrosive Sublimate. 


Theresa A. Kessler died at 9 o'clock 
ist night from the effects of. corrosive 


sublimate, which she took Thursday 
forenoon at 10 o'clock. 
She took the 


poison with suicidal Intent. 


The inquest was held last night by 


Coroner Long and the witnesses exam- 
ined were John E. Nicholson, an uncie 
by marriage of the deceased, and Dr. 
St. George Hopkins. 


The evidence showed that

Mr. Green Is not an orator and did : 


not impose himself upon the audlenee- 
for any great length of time. 
He toM 


of his aspirations and his belief that 
in some way he was destined to be the- 
next Treasurer of the state. 
He then 


subsided and the "boy orator" stepped- 
forth. 


"I am a Populist," said ^Tr. Cornell, 


by way of introduction. 
"I attended' 


the first convention of the People's- 
Party as a delegate and have fought 
under the banners of that party ever 
eince." 


"Must be a pretty old boy,, then," re- 


marked some one of a humorous turn 
in the audience. 


Continuing, the speaker declared that 


he was a fuslonlst from tooth to toft 
nail and had been such from the mo- 
ment the telegraph wires flashed across 
the continent the news that Wlltam 
Jennings Bryan had been nominated 
by the Chicago convention on a free 
sliver plaform. '• He (rejoiced, he said. 
In the fact that-a little band of Popu- 
listft making sacrifices for the com- 
mon cause; ridiculed by Democratic 
irators an$ denounced as anarchists 
ly the Democratic and tho "Republican 
ifess, hud" tfocn able- to maintain their 
.irganization until they compelled the

That Disgraceful Incident at 


Reedley. 


Brazen Attempt to Hake Political 


Capital of a Shameful 


Occurrence. 


The Cartwrlght meeting at the Bar- 


ton opera house last night was a dis- 
appointment. 
The Populists had left 


no Ftone unturned to make it the event 


<»f the campaign m local politics, but 
ihe Democrats did not turn out. 
The 


downstairs portion of the play-house 
was not quite half filled when 
the 


speaking began, but people continued 
to drop in during the course of the 
evening, and at the close there was a 
fairly Rood-sized audience present. It 
had been rumored around town that 
CartwrlKht intended to make a sensa- 
tional speech and many Republicans 
wore present out of curiosity. 
At no 


time, however, was there more than a 
handful of people In the gallery. 


Before the meet tag a drum corps pa- 


i-nded the streets In an attempt 
"drum up" a crowd, but when It re- 
turned to the theatre the result was 
disheartening. 
Only a handful of peo- 


ple had gathered at the opera house. 
It was then after 7.30 o'clock and Mr. 
Cartwright, and other speakers waited 
patiently or rather Impatiently until 
S o'clock, hy which time a scattering of 
people had straggled into the house. It 
was useless to wait any longer and the 
meeting was called to order. 


The taskof rapptnpr the slim gather- 


ins to attention fell to E. S. Van Meter, 
•who read the list of vice-presidents, 
many of whom were absent. 
He had 


to coax those present to come upon the 
platform. 


Mr. Van Meter introduced G. K War- 


low as chnirman. 
After a brief speech 


in which Mr. Warlow touched upon the 
silver question and referred to William 
Jennings Bryan, he presented J.L. Dry- 
den, 
of San Diego, candidate for Kail- 


road Commissioner. 
Mr. Dryden be- 


gan by saying a few words for Ma- 
guiro, whom he attempted to defend 
against the charges mnde concerning 
him. 
He made a strenuous effort to 


show that the single tax was not an 
issue, lie did not deny that Judge Ma- 
gulre was a single 
taxer, but ad- 


vanced the flimsy argument 
that it 


would require a. constitutional amend- 
ment to put the pernicious doctrine in- 
to effect. 


He next paid a compliment to Mr. 


Cartwrisht, whd was a colleague with 
the speaker in the last Assembly. He 
referred to charges which he said were 
being circulated against thefusion can- 
didate for County Clerk. 
He applied 


a lot of superlative adjectives to the 
young man. 
Thp speaker, however, 


was worked up to a pitch of enthusi- 
asm. 


Mr. Dryden next told of his own 


qualifications for 
Railroad 
Commis 


sioner. 
He rehearsed the same old ar- 


gument to show that the railroad was 
taking an active part in politics. 
He 


stated that he and his opponent had 
always been on opposite sides. 
He 


stated thnf Judge Biarkstock fought 
on the Confederate side in the Civil 
War and was not eligible to admission 
into the Grand Army of the Republic. 
He tried to make capital out of the 
v.-sr, but signally failed. 


Mr. CartwrighL was then Introduced. 


Chairman Warlow remarked that Cart- 
wright would speak oh county matters, 
but the man from Malaga announced 
that lie would spenk on measures, not 
men, 
as he did not desire to indulge in 


personalities. 
After 
speaking 
for 


a while, however, he could not refrain 
from indulging in the most contempti- 
ble personalities. 


The main portion of his speech was 


dry, heavy and like the flowers that 
Mcom in the spring had nothing to do 
with the case. 
He evidently believed 


in. the Republican doctrine of reciproc- 
ity, for. he tickled Mr. Dryden in re- 
turn for Mr. Dryden's tickling. He then 
spoke of nntionat issues and went into 
the history of silver, much as speakers 
did two years ago. He admitted the re- 
turn of prosperity, but made a feeble 
effort to show that it was due to the 
-war, the Klondike gold fields and fam- 
ines. 


Mr. Cartwrisht then spoke of certain 


charges that he claimed were being 
circulated in every precinct against 
him. 
He was not specific in this mat- 


ter, but declared they had been put in 
'circulation by the Republican cam- 
paign committee.- 
He stated that a 


friend of his was told in the County 
Clerk's office that Cosgrave was a very 
good roan-and Cartwright was a com- 
mon drunkard and blackleg. 
He ad- 


ded that the statement wa« not made 
by Mr. Hart nor "Mr. Cosgrave. 
He 


did not My who made the statement 
•Mr.'Cartwright, wlth'e. touch of the 
dramatic,. asked the audience to look 
Into his face and say whether he bore 
the earmarks of a common drunkard 
and blackleg. 
He declared that he 


knew long before the campaign began 
that he would be assailed, and attrib- 
uted to a prominent physician, whose 
name be did not .mention, the remark 
that the only way to defeat Cartwright 
would be by blackening his character. 
The young man spoke of vague rumor* 
of foul play. 


Continuing, the speaker declared that 


. a Republican editor of this county, 
-whose name he did not mention, had 
"scoured" the country to find out where 
he (CartwriRht) had been 
dishonest 


with the raisin growers. 
He spoke of 


the Republican's opposition to him, and 
painted a pathetic scene, with his 
brown-eyod little girl as the central 
figure. 
Not content with dragging his 


little girl Into the campaign he also 
referred to his wife nml made a whin: 
Ing appeal for votes t'o vindicate his 
"sacred honor." 
In conclusion. Mr. 


Partwright referred to the inquiry of 
X. Ij. F. Eachman as to whether hp had 
made certain statements at the Kings- 
burg meeting. 
In his slippery way he 


evaded the direct question. 
He ad- 


mitted that he bad been "betrayed Into 
making an indiscreet statement." but 
failed to say what it was. 
He declared 


that the gentleman who reported that 
he referred to Mr. Bachman as a "yal- 
ler dog" or "political skunk" certainly 
drew from his remarks a meaning not 
intended. 
When such expressions are 


used there is no drawing inferences 
about it. 
Mr. Cartwright was asked 


whether or not he used the expression! 
and he evaded the question. 
A final 


pathetic appeal for votes and Mr 
Cartwright retired.

After we have 
taken the project up and done all in 
our power to promote It another asso- 
ciation enters the field with the object 
in view. 
For my part I do not feel 


that this committee has been treated 
justly." 


Mr. Nares stated that one of the 


members of the committee belonged to 
(lie new organization at Clovls and 
thought that member should have 
Known that the new movement would 
detract from the welfare of the Fresno 
association. 
Tt was then explained 


that the Clovls company was probably 
intended as a branch of the Fresno or- 
ganization, and with this understand- 
ing it was decided to appoint a commit- 
fep of one to wait upon it and secure 
its co-operation. 


At this point Mr. Naros announced 


that he had visited San Francisco and 
had consulted Henry Oxnard and Mr.

FRESNO WINES. 


The Output Will be Large 


This Year. 


Hoit of the Second Crop Grapes 


Were Sold to the 


Wineries. . 


The output of wines in Fresno coun- 


ty this year will b* larger than ever 
before in the history of the county. All 
the wineries have been running to their 
fullest capacity during thr season and 
many of them wilt continue in fall 
blast for tome time to come. 


This unusually large output of wine 


Is due In part to the shortage in the 
raisin crop. 
A large quantity of the 


raisins spoiled by the recent rain has 
been lent to the wineries to be turned 
into wine or brandy. 
Besides this a 


number of vineyardIsta, expecting poor 
drying weather, did not attempt to 
convert their grapes into raisins at all. 
but shipped them direct to the wineries 
as soon as they had been picked. 


The Raisin Growers' Association does 


not encourage the curing of the second 
crop and much of this has this year 
been used for wine that in former years 
was turned Into raisins. 
Besidt-s, the 


second crop has been unusually heavy 
this year. 


AH these causes have had their effect 


on the wineries and they have been 
kept going steadily in order t<> meet 
the Increased demand. 
The Calwa 


winery, one of the largest in the coun- 
ty, has already handled 10,000 tons of 
green grapes. 
This beats the world's 


record by something over 2000 ton*. 
The Calwa has been running for only 
sixty days, but hae already turned out 
1,750,000 gallons of wine and 60,000 gal- 
lon* of brandy. Before th« ctose*of the 
season it expects to crush 5000 tons 
more of green grapes, • making 750.000 
gallons more of wine.

Gate, H. B. Ei?sell. T. B. Sagti and Mr. 
South. 


It is the opinion of Mr. Base, repre- 


senting the sugar trust, that no expe- 
riment is necessary, as he believes that 
the soil is well suited for beet culture. 
The percentage of sugar in raisins 
grown in that neighborhood is greater 
than in those raised in any other sec- 
tion of the county and he believes the 
some will be true of beets. 


Mr. Rage says that 
beets 
miRht 


profitably be grown on small farms, 
where they can be given the necessary 
cultivation. 
A large part of the work 


is light labor and might be done by 
women or children. 
If beets are grotrn 


on an extensive scale it would require 
cheap labor to make 
the 
Industry 


profitable. 
It Is estimated that three 


persons are needed to cultivate five 
acres from January to October. Should 
tbe industry be undertaken here on a 
large scale it has been suggested that 
the floating element that comes here 
every year during tbe 
grape-picking 


season might remain and work at beet 
raising after the grape picking- season 
is over. 
The sugar trust always has

Mr. Gate estimates that there are

HORTICULTURAL REPORT, 


Many Trees Are Dying—Peats That 


Infest the Orchard. 


The report of the Horticultural Com- 


missioners for the month of October 
was filed yesterday for presentation to 
the Hoard of Supervisors. 
The report 


is as follows: 


"To the Honorable Board of Super- 


visors, Gentlemen:—We, the Board ol 
Horticultural Commissioners of Fresno 
county, beg leave to submit our report 
for October. 
We find the orchards in 


some portions of the county this fall 
in very bad condition. 
Some of them 


have suffered for want of water. 
The 


spider attacked them in that condition, 
killing many more. 


"We find a good many dead trees In 


our district, the result of.a combination 
of causes—notably, root-knot, red spi- 
der and the water 
rising in 
many 


places and souring the sap in the trees 
and eventually killing them. 
This last 


amed t 
Is worse among peach 


and apricot trees. 


"We find some cottony cushion scale 


on the orange trees around Fresno and 
some In the colnnies. 
We have 


distributing lady birds as fast as we 
can get them for ihe destruction of this 
scale.' 
There Is some San Jose scale 


in the deciduous orchards, but they are 
not as bad as they have been In the , 
past. 
The 
orchardiats 
have 
been 


spraying more of late and killing the 
scale. 


"The codlin moth is the most dan- 


gerous ppst we have to deal with at 
present, but It can 
be 
successfully 


handled and killed 
by using Paris 


green. 


"Commissioner Henderson has quar- 


antined several lots of lemons lately in- 
fested with different kinds of scale. 
Mr. Hose also quarantined some beans 
infested with boan weavil. We are using 
all the precautions we can to stop the 
spread of Injurious Insects of all kinds.

the Sick List—Conditions 


Improving. 


MANILA. P.I.. Oct. S, l$9S.-The 


health of the troops here at present is 
far from being Rood, notwithstanding 
the statement* of the medical depart- 
ment to the contrary. 
At Cavite the 


condition* are very bad. 
There have 


been over forty deaths there since Sep- 
tember 1st. mostly from typhoid fever. 
One-third of the officers of the Montana 
volunteer raiment are on the sick list 
Including the colonel and lieutenant 
colnnel. who are unfit for duty. 
In one 


battery almie over 75 per cent of tbe 
men stationed there have been on the 
sick list whhin a month, the officers 
bein^ affectod as well as the privates. 
The hospital accommodations there are 
hind equate. 
The supply of medicines 


was exhausted at one time and for 
days there was nothing medicinally to 
administer to the patients. 


The. place is unhealthy at best. 
The 


men are Quartered on ground 
floors 


where it is damp, and in this country, 
especially, conducive to illness. 
Many 


of them worked themselves ill during 
the process of cleaning Cavite, but now 
that the sanitary conditions are being 
Hooked after an improved record will 
doubtless follow. 


In Manila the, conditions are better. 


The men are fairly well quartered and 
are being given better accommodate 
as fast as possible and it will not now 
bti long before all reason for complaint 
will have passed. 
Much of the sick- 


ness of the past can be traced to the 
overcrowding of the troops while prop- 
er quarters were being prepared. 


Malaria is the most common of the 


diseases among the men. 
A malarial 


condition is the natural result of the 
climate and for sanitary conditions 
which prevail. 
Typhoid fever has also 


developed to a serious degree. 
The 


average number of sick in hospitals, In 
addition to the number of men relieved 
from duty by order of the physicians, 
Is 800. The new cases reported to the 
hospitals daily average ahnut 40. 


There have been twelve cases of 


smallpox among the soldiers so far, six 
of which have proved fatal. 
The regi- 


mental physicians have advised 
the 


white-washing of the quarters and lib- 
eral use ot corrosive sublimate, but 
there is not sufficient lime or corrosive 
sublimate, or even a good substitute to 
ba had. 
Smallpox is always prevalent 


among the natives, many having It as 
children. 
The doctors are doing e1 


erythtag possible to confine it among 
the natives. 
No cases have been re- 


ported for the past five flays. The 
hospitals, which in the past have been 
nothing more/ than death traps, are be- 
ing put Into sanitary condition. They 
are abundantly supplied with food and 
medicines are now obtainable at a mo- 
ment's notice. 
The Red Croas has 


been grossly mismanaged and has been 
of little assistance.

President Kearney Replies to the 


Strictures Upon the 


Association. 


fioia "ILuisiay's Hall?. 


The subjoined criticism of the Cali- 


fornia Raisin Growers' Association Is 
from the Journal of Commerce and 
Commercial Itulletin. published at New 
York. 
It will be interesting t.> 
the 


growers, as showing that the commis- 
sion men are not satisfied with the 
workings of the association, but would 
much prefer the old way, when the 
commission men made all the profits 
and the grower received a mere pitt- 
ance fiir his crop: 


J'T!ie situation at present existing in 


the market for California raisins ap- 
pear? to be very unsatisfactory to pack- 
ers, commission merchants and job- 
be! s. 
The first named. It is reported, 


were unable because of the poor dry- 
ing weather to get off the goods that 
had lieen contracted for on time and 
consequently, according to the rules of 
ihe association, will have to stand the 
difCeri'iice between the prices prevail- 
ing prior to October loth and those 
which went into forc-e at that date. To 
this they object on the ground that de- 
lay in curing in consequence of unfav- 
orabe weather was no fault of theirs, 
though it prevented them from making 
deliveries as promptly as they desired 
in order to keep faith with the buy- 
ers. 


"The delay In deliveries lias been tne 


cause oC considerable embarrassment 
to commission merchants at this end. 
They have been unable to fully make 
good their contracts with jobbers and 
the latter who need the goods now that 
the fall consuming season has opened 
are very much dissatisfied with thl: 
failure of deliveries, and are uncertain 
as to ihe future. While the goods con- 
tracted for are being delayed some 
the buyers are obliged to go out Into 
the market and make purchases In or- 
der to be In a position to promptly me?t 
the requirements of their trade. 
The 


demand for California raisins. It is re- 
ported, has not been more than a third 
of the average so far since the opening 
of the season. 
The larger buyers hava 


placed orders for their early fall re- 
quirements and pending the deliveries 
of these are not inclined to enter into 
any further contracts until a stronger 
consuming demand warrants addition- 
al purchases. 


"Advices from California state that 


there is reluctance on the part of some 
association growers to deliver, hut just 
why they hesitate does not seem to be 
apparent, as according to the president 
of the association. It makes no diffei 
encc whether deliveries of individual 
crops are made early nr late in the sea- 
son. 
The accounts will be made up in 


siicli a way that each grower will be 
paid the average price that the whole 
crop of his grade sells at no matter at 
what time, of the season he delivers his 
iuilividual crop. 


"No raisins, it Is reported, have yet 


been sold to eastern markets, at least 
not east of the Alleghantes, at the price 
which took effect on October loth, but 
the trade In this section seems to very 
much want to know why deliveries on 
contracts made prior to that date have 
not been made as fully as it was ex- 
pected they would be. Eastern hand- 
lers of raisins are generally of the opin- 
ion that the consolidation of the Cali- 
fornia industry would be a good thing 
for everybody concerned and are dis- 
posed to make every 
allowance for 


hitches In the carrying nut of what 
they concede is an experiment, but they 
are. inclined to be severe in their criti- 
cisms of the management ot the busi- 
ness as at present conducted by the 
association." 


President Kearney of the association 


has telegraphed east the following re- 
ply to the foregoing criticism: 


"We note the criticisms of the trade, 


as mentioned in the Journal of October 
27th, and ask your kind permission to 
answer them. 
Our answer Is that rai- 


sins were shipped as fast as cured, and 
no fault can be found with the asso- 
ciation on account of delay in filling or- 
ders, unless it is to be held responsible 
for the bad weather. 
Our early prices 


wtre fixed, limited to raisins shipped 
out before September 30th. 
On ac- 


count of bad weather this time was ex- 
tended at the same prices till Octo- 
ber 8th. and again till October 15th. At 
the latter date the association offered 
to confirm all orders unfilled If pack- 
ers would furnish lists containing bona 
fide orders only. Lists were submitted 
which, in the aggregate, called for two 
or three times the quantity figured as a 
reasonable estimate; and certain pack- 
ers are known to have offered raisins 
for sale on this market while claiming 
tn be ur.fiWe i" <!'1 their eastern orders. 
When tlie a<-i-r,eiation, under these clr 
cumstances. refused to confirm these 
orders, not one packer had the hardi- 
hood to condemn our action. 
Up to 


October 2SL 
T} r.ver half the crop had 


been sold and shipped out. 
Since then 


our sales of raisins have been very free, 
and the prospect now Is that our short 
crop will be sold out before the be- 
ginning of tho new year."

Serious Charges Mads by 


Dr. Hartsuff. 


Major Helburo of the Second Ken- 


tucky Regiment Tells a Pain- 


ful Story. 


CINCINNATI. O., Nov. 2.—General 


Dodge, Colonel Sexton and Dr. Connor, 
of the war investiaiing commission, 
reached Fort Thomas. Kentucky, at K 
a. m.. in company with Major Hall, the 
surgeon in charge of the hospitals at 
that place. 
The commissioners pro- 


ceeded on a tour of inspection of the 
hospitals. 
They also inspected the 


camp of the Sixth regiment, which is 
on the grounds adjoining the hospitals. 
This regiment was cut to pieces in the 
Santiago campaign and has-since been 
recruited. 


General Dodge put many questions to 


the patients concerning their regiment, 
but found no one complaining. He was 
espeehillj-interestetl in those transported 
the previous day from Lexington. They 
were all in good spirits, and apparently 
not affected by the railroad journey 


The inspection of the camp wins thor- 


ough. 
At (.ho dinner hour Genei 


Dodsc and Colonel Sexton went to the 
mess tents and inspected the food. A 
call was made on General Egbert, who 
commanded the Sixth at Santiago and 
who will be examined as a witness. 


WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
3.—Dr. M, 


Hartsuff. who was chief surgeon of the 
army at Camp Thomas from the 21st 
of April unt'l the 27th of July last, was 
examined today by Colonel Denby, of 
the war investigating commission, con- 
cerning the conduct of the camp from 
a medical point of view. 
Tie criticised 


various features of the management ol 
the camp beginning with the location 
of some of t"ie regiments. 


He said the park was upon general 


principles a good camp 
ground, but 


that some of the regiments were lo- 
cated In pwampy sections ard others on 
rocky ground where it waa impossible 
to get tbe i:?nks of sufficient depth. He 
said the sites were selected by General 
Brooke and notwithstanding his own 
position, as chief medical officer, be had 
not been consulted In regard to the lo 


test at the t'me, but it was not heeded. 


Dr. Hartsuff took positive ground 


agnirst tlie establishment of division 
hospitals at tte expense of the regi- 
ments. 
He said that the law for the 


organization of volunteer forces did not 
provide for the enlistment of a hospi- 
tal ccrps ard as a consequence there 
was 
r>o force for tbe hospital work 


and the orjy way to get one was to 
transfer me;i iron, the volunteer force 
to the rsgular furee, and often times 
these men were not the most effisiert. 


He thought a division or a f eld hos- 


pital was a necessity but he d:d nol 
think it cr-culd be built up as at pres 
ent by taking surgeons, stewards a"ti 


but rather as an Independent institu- 
tion. 


He' had found that tbe regimental 


surgeons and nurses transferred to the 
division hospital were not so capable 
of rendering good services, vas many 
wore quite useless. Furthermore there 
was immense confusion 
in 
transfer- 


ring the regimental effeccts to the hos- 
pital. 
It was, he said, a case of con- 


fnuion worse confounded. 


"Do you," asked 
Colonel 
Denby 


"th'nk the establishment of 
divisioi 


hospitals a bad policy?' 


"Very bad as done," responded the 


witness. 


"Could not you, its chief medical offi- 


cer, have controlled the matter?" he 
was next asked. 


"No, sir; It was an order of tbe sec 


retary of war and under this order nr 
regimental hospital could be main- 
tained." 


Tie thought this order 
unfortunate 


and s»Id !hat IP carrying It into ef 
feet, the work of caring for the zlck 
was greatly interfered with and no one 
was benefit ted by it. 


Dr. Hartsuff also expressed the or.;n- 


lon that the water supply of the c?T!p 
was not good. 
He said that wr-3n the 


troops began to pour in the discovery 
was made with alarm that the supply 
was insufficient and that he, Genera 
TVeoke and others had set about to In- 
crease It. 
Decision was made to tain 


water from the Chickamauga river in 
great hast?, but notwithstanding the 
In-take pipe was located about the 
mouth of the creek, draining tbe camp 
he d'd not consider the water ot the 
river wholesome and he recommended 
even after the p'pe line was establish- 
ed to meet the emergency that ar- 
rangements should be made to extent 
the system so as to secure water from 
Crawfish Spring. 
He also 
«<aid 
the 


men often insisted upon using surface 
water which was nothing mofc than 
drainage frnm the camps. 


Another feature of the camp system 


which Dr. Hartsufl: criticised was that 
of allowing each regiment to have a re- 
fuse dump of Its own. 
This has ren- 


dered the campvery objectionable from 
a. hygenic point of view. 
He had rec- 


ommended to General Brooke the cra- 
mation of the garbage. 


Summing it up Dr. Hartsuffff said: 
"In my opinion the sickness at Camp 


Thomas was due largely to the inex- 
perience and In many cases the ineffi- 
ciency of the medical officers and also 
to the inefficiency and inexperience of 
line officers, who did not furnish the 
support they should have- furnished to 
the medical department. 
The execu- 


tion of any plan of operation, rests 
largely with the line officers, the du- 
ties of surgeons being largely to make 
recommendations. 
They 
are there- 


for** unable to correct abuses 
them- 


selves and must depend upon others 
to do that 
This applies to the officers 


of regiments as well as to general offi- 
cers." 


The afternoon session was occupied 


In hearing three witnesses, mostly on 
the condition of the division hospital at 
Chickamauga. 


The first witness was Major E. P. 


Helburn of the Second Kentucky, now 
mustered out. 
The oeath list of his 


regiment, he stated, was twenty-six, 


it o£ whom died at home on fur- 


lough. 


The sickness In Chickamausa. in- 


creased very rapidly. 
He knew that 


there was a shortage of cots in the hos- 
pitals as well as of tents. 
The cause 


for the bad condition of the hospital 
arose from the fact that It was not In- 
tended to be more than a temporary 
hospital, but the sick increased so rap- 
Idly that It was over crowded. 
An- 


other cause was the Incompetency of 
men detailed from regiments for nur- 
ses. 
In many regiments the moit 


worthless men were detailed for that 
duty. 
The detail was made according 


tu regulation. 
Th« tamt was not of 


the medical aepartmeat, but of the BV»- 
lem. 
The commission found unneces- 


sary suffering because uf lack of tents 
and tot* no thtti the patients were *x- 
iroed to the rain and compelled to lie 
MI the ground. 
This was Ihe fault of 


the quartermaster's department. 


Requbillons were not filled for from 


two to ten days and in some instances 


ere not filled at all. 
The medical 


nrps was not neglectful, but was dis- 
heartened because of inability to get 
supples, medicines and proper nursing1. 
The witness cited an Instance of a ther- 
i-iometer given to an orderly to be used 
for taking the temi»eralure of patients, 
and when asked for it the next day he 
sild hf> did not know what it was good 
for and ha-1 given it away. As instncea 
of neglect (he witness said his com- 
mittee had much testimony that pa- 
tients were allowed to remain filthy In 
their beds and were actually fly-blown. 
This neglect was chargeable to the 
nurses directly. 
The nurses were fre. 


quently changed, and the officers In 
charge were also frequently changed. 
Some were asked to resign and others 
broke down. 
The witness saw many 


pftilents on the ground. 
The wards 


were not all floored until in August. 


The witness said he thought that two 


thirds of the sickness at Chickamauga 
was due to neRligem-L-of ilie men them- 
selves. In his own command men who 
were temperate and reasonably careful 
of their health kept healthy. Many of 
them drank stale beer after hot drills 
and would lie about cooling off. There 
wus a vast amount of unwholesome 
food and drink sold by hucksters un- 
til they were prohibited. 


Captain Price testified that on one 


occasion when he went to ihe 
hos- 


pital to see one of his men, who was 
ill with measles, he was informed that 
the patient had been detailed to carry 
water. The measles ward was packed, 
the men being packed In like sardines. 
The same was true of tlie typhoid and 
malarial wards. 
The witness in de- 


scribing the action of Major Hubbard 
said that he chokwl a patient and forci- 
bly pressed him down oh the cot. He 
held the patient's hands and 
tben 


wrenched them until the poor man 
shrieked with pain. 
At this point the 


witness said lo Hubbard: 
"I do not 


know your name or your rank, but this 
brutality must stop." 
Hubbard did 


not stop, but said something about 
showing a patient how to refusi 
take medicines. 
Captain Price said he 


made it a point to go every day to the 
hospital to see about the treatment of 
the men of his company and he found 
that In that way his men were not per- 
mitted to suffer.
